referred to as the conspiracy count. 

5 

The defendant is also charged in Counts 2 through 

6 

7 with actually distributing and possessing with intent to 

7 

distribute varying quantities of heroin ranging anywhere 

8 

from one pound to three pounds, depending on the count 

9 

being considered. These counts are called the substantive 

10 

counts to distinguish them from the conspiracy. 

11 

Now, let me talk for a moment about the conspi- 

12 

racy that you will hear about at this trial. Conspiracy is 

13 

basically an agreement among two or more people tcv violate 

14 

the law and such an agreement by its very natures cannot 

15 

be shown by any formal document because the conspirators 

16 

did not sit down and write out a formal contract setting 

17 

forth the terms of their enterprise. What a conspiracy is 

18 

is an informal working arrangement among a number of people 

19 

to violate the law and the Government will show you the 

20 

existence of this conspiracy. 

21 

MR. O’ROURKE: I will object. 

22 

THE COURT: You are really going into matters 

23 

of law that is the function of the Court and that is the way 

24 

I usually instruct the jury. Why don't you allow me to 

25 

instruct the jury at the proper time.

You will hear testimony about six separate

Now, during this trial you will hear from Lam

Now, just a bit more detail about what the

Government will prove. The evidence will show that in 


23 

about October of 1972 Lam Kin Sang was working in a res- 


24 

taurant in China Town and he met the defendant whom he 


25 

knew as Ah Suey and Ah Suey told Lam Kin Sang that he had 
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one and a half pounds of heroin to sell and asked Lam if 
Lam could find a customer for if and Lam agreed and he found 
the customer in his partners at the time, two brothers 
by the nane of Chan Yuk Shui and Chan Uk Wo . They got up 

$11,500 and gave it to iatn and Lam in turn informed Ah Suey 
that the money was ready and Ah Suey told Lam that the 
heroin would be ready to be picked up later that evening 
at a recreation club that he frequented on Canal Street. 

Ah Suey instructed Lam that the heroin would be in a 
package on the floor of the stairway on the third floor of 
that building. At the scheduled time Lam Kin Sang and the 
two Chan brothers went to that building and they picked 
up the heroin where Ah Suey said it would be. 

After Lam returned to his restaurant Ah Suey 
came to the restaurant and Lam turned over $11,500 to the 
defendant. Later on Lam saw tha Chan brothers and asked 
them if the heroin was any good and the Chan brothers said 
that it was fine. That was the first of six transactions 
that Lam Kin> Sang had with the defendant Ah Suey where Ah 
Suey had heroin to sell and Lam would find the customers. 

I won't spend the time now detailing the spe¬ 
cifics of each one of these transactions, but the method 
of the operation in each transaction, however, was fairly 


similar, but the names of the wholesale customer changed

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and the location of some of the events chanced. You will 

hear that in November of 1972 Lam had opened a nambling 


club on Bayard Street and some meetings and transactions 
occurred there. You will also hear that in the subsequent 
transactions the price of the heroin to the wholesale 
customer increased because Lam started to take a cut of 
the profits. What always remained constant, however, was 
that Suey Wing NG, Ah Suey, the defendant, was the one 
supplying the heroin. 

Now, this is a serious and important matter. 

It is important to the defendant on trial before you, for 
he is charged with grave crimes. It is equally important 
to the Government and to the public. I am sure that you 
will pay attention to the evidence, all the evidence as it 
comes before you and that you won't pass any judgment or 
form any conclusions until the evidence is in. That is 
all anybody can ask of you, that you fairly judge the 
defendant on the basis of all the evidence. The Government 
submits that if you carefully consider the evidence that 
will be before you and if you abide by your oath to judge 
the defendant on the basis of the evidence and in light of 
the law as his Honor will instruct you, that you will find 
the defendant guilty as charged.

The defendant, Mr. Suey Wing NG, has denied his 
guilt. At the conclusion of the Government's case he 
himself will take the stand and again assert his complete 
innocence. You will learn from his testimony and the 
testimony of some others that Mr. NG is 49 years of age, 
he is an American citizen, having been a resident of the 
United States for the past six years. You will learn 
that when he first arrived here, he worked in a wet washing 
laundry in the Bronx and thereafter and up until the 
present date he operated a grocery and a laundry almost 
literally a stone's throw from this courthouse. You will 
learn that he has never been arrested and that he has never 
been convicted of any crime. You will learn that he has 
an enviable reputation in his community. Character 
witnesses will come here and so testify. 

You will also learn that Lam Kin Sang, who 
apparently will be the Government's sole witness, was 
known to Mr. NG as the operator or manager of a gambling 
establishment that was conducted next to Mr. NG's legitimate 
grocery and laundry business on Bayard Street. 

You will learn from time to time that Mr. Lam

Kin Sang had occasion to borrow money from Mr. NG , small

amounts of money, and there came an occasion when Mr. NG

denied any further advances to Mr. Lam Kin Sane.

You will also learn that Mr. Lam Kin Snnq in

And in the Bronx at 
the Better Service Laundry, a place where Wing Chong nrevious1^ 
worked. Wing Chong received a package from somebody and 
turned that package over to Danny Or and Ah Sa. As we know, 
that package contained a pound of heroin and Danny Or sold it 
for $1200 an ounce and sold ten ounces for a total of $12,000 
and out of that he gave 7,000 to Ah Sa to pay Wing Chong, 

and Danny Or accompanied Ah Sa to the laundry to make that 
payment. 

Now, there were two more transactions that went 
off in similar fashion. I don't have to review the details of 
them. You recall that Ah Sa met with Danny Or on two subse¬ 
quent occasions, drove up to the same laundry in the Bronx 
and purchased two more packages of heroin from the defendants. 
On the last occasion Danny gave the money to Ah Sa to pay 
Wing Chong. Ah Sa was then deported and when Danny went to 
Wing Chong himself to ask for more heroin. Wing Chon told hin

no, he wasn’t going to give him any more heroin because he’d 

never been paid for the previous pound and a half. And it 

was at that point that Danny had to go find another source J 

heroin and it was at thatpoint that he went back to ham Kin 

Sang and bought two more shipments of heroin from ham Kin 
Sang. 

At that point ham Kin Sang had already establish^ 
his connection with the defendant and ham Kin Sang knew the 
defendant by_the name of Ah Suey. And he had already pur¬ 
chased a pound and a half of heroin from Ah Suey and sold it 

to the Chan brothers. And the price for that pound and a hajf 
of heroin was $11,500. 

You remember Lam Kin Sang testified that he had 
been partners with the Chan brothers and he sold it to the 
Chan brothers for $11,500, the amount of money that Lam had 
to turn over to Ah Suey, and Lam didn't make a penny on that 
deal because he was doing it as a favor to the Chan brothers 

Mr. O’Rourke asks where are the Chan brothers to 
testify here about what went on? Well, there are a couple o| 
answers to that. 

Number one, there is no testimony that the Chan 
brothers did any business with the defendant. So their 

testimony would be useless, it wouldn’t have anythina to do 
with the defendant. 
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Number two, if we could have the Chan brothers 
here, they wouldn't be here as witnesses, they would be sub¬ 
ject to prosecution themselves and there is no reason to 
believe they would be willing Government witnesses. 

Now, at this point Danny Or comes back to Lam Kir 
Sang, asks him if he has any heroin. Lam Kin Sang says, 

"Yes, I can get you some." And Lam Kin Sang and Danny Or 
have the two transactions. 

Both times Lam Kin Sang — excuse me, both times 
Danny Or wants to buy a pound and a half from Lam Kin Sang 
and the price is $16,500. The first deal went down and 
Danny Or paid for it; and you recall what happened in that 
deal. Ah Suey gave it to Lam Kin Sang for $11,500. Lam Kin 
Sang gave it to Danny Or for $16,500. Danny Or sold it to 
Rafael Colon, also known as Baby, for $19,500 and Danny and 
Baby sold it to the undercover New York City Policeman. 

And that right there gives you a microcosm of hos 
heroin deals go down. As the heroin proceeds through the 
pipeline every person who gets his hands on it jacks up the 
price a little bit so they can get their cut of the action. 

Presumably that is what the defendant was doing. 
He was charging $11,500 for it. He had to get it from some¬ 
where and he had to pay for it, too. And you may infer that 
on each one of these deals the defendant had to make a 
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profit of a few thousand dollars. 

Mr. O'Rourke said all these bank records don't 
mean anything in this case, there is no proof of anything. 

I think he is dismissing those bank records a little too 
easily, because those bank records show, and the defendant 
admitted it, that during the time period he had a number of 
deposits into these accounts amounting to thousands of 
dollars. 

Now, obviously the Government can't prove that 
each one of those deposits came frc any particular trans¬ 
action, but those deposits show that the defendant's bank 
accounts over a period of five months, increased by an amount 
of $8,000 greater than the amount he earned in the whole 
year. He earned $17,000 in 1972. Yet from July to January 
he was able to increase his bank accounts by in excess of 
$25,000. 

He said he had no other sources of income. I 
asked him where did that money come from. He said that time 
he was trying to expand the business so he borrowed noney 
from other people. 

Well, I asked him who were those other people. 

He said his friends, his associates in the area. 

Did you see any friend or associate testify that 
he had loaned money to Ah Suey in 1972 in the amount of 
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thousands of dollars? Nobody testified to that. Not one 
of these friends or associates came in here and testified 
that he had loaned money to Ah Suey. The only thing that 
Ah Suey tried to show us was that he had loaned money in 
August of 1973, which is totally irrelevant to the time peric 
that we are talking about. 

Mr. O'Rourke said those records of all those 
deposits and those increases in his bank accounts had nothinc 
to do with this case because it is not an income tax case. 

He is just dismissing it all too easily, because there is 

no explanation of how Ah £uey was able to increase his bank 
accoounts by amounts greater than the amount that he earned 
in that year from all his legitimate sources. 

And you have to remember he also had living 
expenses. He earned $17,000. He had to pay the rent. He 

had to pay for food; maybe he had to pay to send his kids to 

school. He had the expenses all of us have so he didn't 
clear $17,000 to put in his pocket. How much money did he 
have after he paid for rent and food and everything else we 
all have to pay for? What explanation is there for why ho 
was able to increase his bank accounts by $25,000? 

The Government submits the explanation is because 
that represents the profits that he made on his sales of 
heroin and every time he sold the heroin he made $2,000 here 
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or $3,000 there, depending on how much he had to pay for it. 

And that is how he increased those bank accounts and that is 
why those bank accounts are relevant. 

As you recall the details of the second deal 
that Lam Kin Sang had with Danny Or, or as he knew him. Ah 
Dau, Danny had negotiated for a pound and a half, but this 
is the deal where, lucky for Dann Or, somebody made a mistake 
and there was three pounds in that package, not a pound and 
a half. The day after Ah Suey came to see Lam Kin Sana and 
told him there was an extra pound and a half there. 

Lam Kin Sang went to Danny Or and told him what 
happened. And Danny Or, who was a guy out for a buck no 
question about it — denied it. He had an extra pound and a 
half of heroin he didn't have to Day for. There was no ques¬ 
tion about that happening. Lam testified about it and Danny 
testified about it. It shows they testified about the same 

events. 

Then there were three more deals after that. Lan 
Kin Sang sold a pound and a half to Lam, sold a pound and a 
half to Kam Shui. You recall Kam Shui was the person who 
worked in the gambling club. And that was the sale for 
$14,000. And the reason why Lam sold it for less than he 
usually did because Ah Suey had delivered it to him before 
he found a customer and Lam didn't want to kick it around the 
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gamblinq club. 


The last deal was the deal with Leo Louie whore 

it was supposed to be a pound and a half and after that Louie 

told him he was short and he wanted his money back. And 

Lam called Ah Suey and Ah Suey admitted it. He said, "Yes, T 

knew it was a pound and a half short." 

* 

Do you think Ah Suey was tryina to do that to t 

to recoup his losses for the pound and a half he lost when 

he made the mistake in the Danny Or transactions? 

On all these six deals that Lam Kin Sang had his 

testimony was that that heroin came from the defendant Ah 

Suey. The first four transactions Lam Kin Sang told you tha 

Ah Suey didn't give him theheroin directly. They made 

* 

arrangements for it over the phone. Ah Suey told him where 
it would be and Lam Kin Sang told him where to gat it. 

If Lam Kin Sang was lying to you about all these 
transactions, if he was here to help himself by trying to put 
Ah Suey behind bars, if he was going to lie to you about it, 
wouldn't he say that Ah Suey just handed him the stuff? If 
you are trying to make the guy look as bad as possible, you 
say that, you say, "I went up to his place and Ah Suey gave 
me the package." 

That's not what he testified to. He said, "I 
didn't see Ah Suey that night. We just went to the club and 
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we qot the package." 

Mr. O'Rourke said the testimony sounds unbeliev¬ 
able because why would somebody leave $11,500 worth of horoir 
lying on the floor. If you recall Lam Kin Sana's testimony 
he was quite specific. He said when he called Ah Suey, Ah 
Suey said, "Come to the Viking Club, Canal Street at a par¬ 
ticular time and at that time that bag will be there." 

Lam told you he couldn't remember what the time 
was — it was over two years ago — but he remembered that 
All Suey told him he had to be there at a particular time. 

And Lam Kin Sang was prompt. He would show up with his 
customers at the exact time and the bag would be there. 

Mr. O'Rourke says, "Well, does it sound believ¬ 
able that somebody would just throw a package down and leave 
it there?" 

Well, put yourself in the place of a person who 
is dealing in heroin. You don't want to get caught. You 
don't want to have that stuff in your possession any more 
than Lam Kin Sang wanted to have it hanging around his 
gambling club. 

So Ah Suey was smart, he wasn't going to stand up 
there holding the thing to turn it over to somebody. He 
left it in a specified place on the third floor of the build" 
ing and would have the person come pick it up. That way in 
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case the cops came for any reason that heroin couldn't be 
linked to him; he's sitting somewhere else, he's not holding

the stuff. 


Now, the evidence is clearly there. The evidence 
from the Government's witnesses clearly shows that Ah Suey 
or Wing Chong or Suey Wing Ng, or whatever name he happens 
to be going by, sold heroin on three occasions to Danny Or 

I 

and on six occasions to Lam Kin Sang. And that amounted to a 
total of about 13 and a half pounds of heroin. 

The issue for you to decide is reallv do you 
believe the testimony of Lam Kin Sang and Danny Or? And Mr. 

0 P.ourke says you shouldn't believe it, they are convicted 
felons, they are doing hard time in jail, they will say any¬ 
thing to get out of jail. 

Well, let's look at Lan Kin Sang and Danny Or. 

The first thing, they are self-admitted participants in this 
whole heroin trafficking scheme. The Government told you 
about them in the Government's opening statement and the 
witnesses admitted it right up front. They weren't hiding it 
Remember I toldyou in my opening you weren't 
going to like them, they were people who dealt in this kind 
of stuff, no question about it. But Mr. O'Rourke asks you, 
"How can you convict Ah Suey on the basis of the testimony o< 
Danny Or and Lam Kin Sang, these convicted felons." 
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Well, as Mr. O'Rourke said to you, U30 your com¬ 
mon sense. People who deal in heroin, who do thoy deal with- 
Are you going to go to the local policeman and deal in 
heroin with a policeman? Are you qoing to go to your local 
clergyman and deal in heroin with your local clergyman? Are 
you going to go to a businessman and deal with the business¬ 
man? Of course not. You deal with people like Danny or and 
Lam Kin San who deal in heroin and when a person like Ah 
Suey chooses to deal with those people he should not be heard 
now here in Court to say "How can you convict me based on 

their testimony." 

They are the people he chose to deal with and thoy 

are the people who know about him. 

As I told you in my opening, they are the people 

qualified to testify here because they were there, they know 
what happened. When you are a man like Ah Suey supplying 
heroin to different customers you are not going out on the 
streets and doing it and broadcasting it to the world. You 
are keeping it secret and you try to keep the number of 
people who know about you to a minimum. And who else would 
know about you except the people with whom you are de.nl mg? 

That is why the Government has no choice but 
to put people like Lam Kin Sang and Danny Or on the witness 
stand because they are the ones who would know. They are 
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the only ones who could know. 


The issue in this trial isn't whether Danny Or 


and Lam Kin San are bad people. We know they are bad people, 


no question about it. But justice has been served with 


respect to Lam Kin Sang and Danny Or. Lam Kin Sang is doing 


up to 15 years in jail and Danny Or is doing 15 years to 


life. Sure they are bad people and they have been punished. 


The issue in this trial isn't whether they are bad. The 


issue in this trial is whether or not the interests of 


justice are going to be satisfied with respect to Ah Suoy. 


Now, Mr. O'Rourke said they are lying. But only 


in certain aspects. Really Mr. O'Rourke is saying most of 


what Danny Or and Lam Kin Sang tells you is the truth. 


believe them when they say they are heroin addicts, believe 


them when they say they sold heroin, believe them when they 


say they are illegal aliens. Mr. O'Rourke just said they are 


just lying about one particular point and that particular 


point is that Ah Suey sold them heroin. 


Now, again, let's analyze the narcotics business 


By the nature of the crime it involves many people. Traffick¬ 


ing in heroin isn't something you can do by yourself. If 


you are selling it to somebody, you have to have gotten it 


from somebody else. Both Danny Or and Lam Kin Sang sold 


heroin. By definition they had to receive it from somebody 
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else. so by definition both Lam Kin Sang and Danny Or have 
true story to tell about somebody, about the person from 
whom they received their heroin. 

What advantage is it to Danny Or and Lam Kin Sam 
if Mr. O’Rourke's theory is right, for them to come in here 
and lie about Ah Suey when they have a true story to tt'1 
about somebody else? Why subject themselves to the penalty 
of perjury when they have a true story to tell about somebody 
else? And why out of all the people did they pick Ah Suey 
to lie about? What was the motive? 

Well, with respect to Lam Kin Sang, ho suggests 
it was because there came a time when he refused to lend Lam 
Kin Sang a hundred dollars or $200 because there may have 
been some family trouble back in the sixties. All of a 
sudden here in 1975 Lam Kin Sang is going to come in here, 
risk the penalties of perjury to lie about him because 
Ah Suey wouldn’t lend him a hundred dollars two and a half 
years ago. Is that a motive to lie? 

What about Danny Or? Nobody has been.able to 
suggest any personal reason why Danny Or would have to lie 
about Ah Suey. The reason that Mr. O'Rourke said is because 
they would say anything to get out of jail. Well, the 
Government hasn't hidden the fact that they have a motive to 
cooperate. Sure, they are here, they are cooperating and 
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they are hoping that they can net out of jail sooner; no 
question about it. They hope that the judge who sentenced 
them, or any judge who happens to be in charge of this case 
may let them out of jail sooner because they cooperated with 
the Government. The fact that a person has that motive to 
cooperate doesn't mean that he has a motive to lie. If 
anything, it means he has a motive to tell the truth about 
the people he actually dealt with when he was involved in 
narcotics. 

Now, you remember the witnesses when they were o 
the witness stand, especially Danny Or. With respect to 
Danny Or and Lam Kin Sang, when they were being cross 
examined by Mr. O'Rourke I don’t know if you picked it uo— 
maybe you did — Mr. O'Rourke had a technique of talking 
about a particular transaction and then either intentionally 
or unintentionally misstating a fact, saying, "Now, isn’t it 
true, Mr. Or, that when you had that third transaction at thi 
laundry in the Bronx with Wing Chong in December of '72 then 
you went to go see him at his laundry store." 

Now, there is a misstatement in there because 
Danny Or testified on direct when he had his third trans¬ 
action up in the Bronx with Wing Chonq that was about the 
end of October 1972, and in December he was already dealing 
with Lam Kin Sang. Maybe Mr. O'Rourke was trying to trip 
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him up, trying to show you that it was just a made up story

and he could easily be fooled. Danny Or wasn't fooled.

Mr. O'Rourke would have you 
believe that these people are just expert liars, that they 
know how far to go in making up a story with specific detail 
and then knowing when to stop and not give any more detail 
because it would sound too made up. And then he says, "Isn't 
it remarkable that Danny Or could remember that he had his 
two deals with Lam Kin Sang in December of 1972. Could you 
remember something that happened to you in December of 1972?" 

There is an easy answer to that, and Danny Or 
gave the answer right from the witness stand. He said the 
reason why he knew it was in December 1972 was because those 
the transactions he was charged with and he was con— 
victed of in the State Court and his indictment charged him 
with selling heroin on two occasions in December 1972. And 
that is why Danny Or remembered it was I.ecember of 1972, not 
any malicious reason on his part to make the story sound good 
but not too good. 

And if these witnesses were here to make their 
stories sound good, would they allow such an inconsistency 
like Lam Kin Sang and Danny Or had about the times they went 
to 179 Canal Street? Mr. O'Rourke is right, that inconsis¬ 
tency was obvious. Lam Kin Sang said he never went in to

179 Canal Street And Danny Or said "Yes, I,am Kin Saner went ur

the stairs and I followed him and he gave me the package."

If they are lying, if they are here to lie and

You have had two witnesses here come in and 
tell you the story of their involvement in heroin trafficking. 
Are they both lying? Did they lie, independently decide to 
lie about the same individual? Why? Why would they do that^ 
It just doesn't make any sense. 

When you are thinking about that, think about 
the other evidence that the Government has put before you. 
Think about the telephone numbers that the defendant had in 
his phone book. He had the telephone number of the Hong 
Kong Restaurant where Lam Kin Sang was working and where he 
fir^t met. He had the telephone number of the Better Service- 
Laundry where Danny Or said he did three deals with Wing 
Chong and the defendant had th telephone number of the 
Viking Club, the place where Lam Kin Sang said he was always 
able to reach Ah Suey to do the deal. 

Think about all these financial records that 
I talked to you about earlier, about these unexplained 
deposits and increases in the defendant's worth, money which 
had to come from some place other than the money he earned 
in the laundry and the groc y store and from his wife’s 
salary. . 

Ladies and gentlemen, I submit that when you com? 
back tomorrow and go into your jury room to deliberate after 
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you hear the law, as his Honor will instruct you, when you

CHARGE OF THE COU RT 

THE COURT: (Weinfeld, D. J.) Members of the jury: 
\We are now at the stage of the trial v/here you will soon 
undertake your final function as jurors, and here you perforin 
one of the most sacred obligations of citizenship, that is, 
acting as ministers of justice. 

You are to discharge this final duty, as was empha¬ 
sized by me at the time of your selection as jurors, without 
bias or prejudice with respect to either the defendant or 
the Government as parties to this litigation. 

Let me add: the fact that the prosecution is brought 
in the name of the Government, the United States of America, 
entitles it to no greater consideration than that accorded to 
any other party to a litigation. By the same token, it is 
entitled to no less consideration. , All parties, whether 
Government, corporation or individuals, stand alike as equals 
at the bar of justice. 
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Your final rule is to decide the fact issues in the 
case. You, the members of the jury, are t v ; and exclus¬ 
ive judge of the fact. You pass upon the ^ight of the evi¬ 
dence; you resolve such differences as there may n testi¬ 

mony, and you draw whatever reasonable inferences may be 
warranted from the facts as you determine them. 

I shall refer later to how you pass upon the 
credibility of witnesses. My function at this point is to 
instruct ypu as to the law. It is your duty to accept these 
instructions of law and to apply them to the facts as you may 
find them. 


With respect to any fact matter, it is your recol- j 
lection and yours alone that governs. Anything that counsel, | 

f 

either for the defendant or for the Government may have said 
with respect to fact matters in evidence are not to be taken 
in place of or in substitution of your own independent recol¬ 
lection. 


So, too, if during the course of these instructions 
I should refer to a fact that does not accord with your own 
recollection, again, it is your recollection that governs 
in all instances. 

Before we consider the precise charges against the 
defendant on trial, some preliminary matters should be noted. 
The indictment contains seven separate charges against Suey 
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Wing Ng, also known as Ah Suey and also referred to and 
identified by one witness during the trial as Wing Chong. 

The first count charges a conspiracy. It alleqer. 
that Ah Suey, the defendant, and other persons named therein 
as co-conspirators but not indicted as defendants, conspired 
to violate the Federal laws prohibiting the illegal distribu¬ 
tion of narcotics or possession with intent to distribute such 
narcotics. 

Then there are six additional separate counts, 
wherein the defendant is charged not with conspiracy but with 
an actual violation of the law on specific dates, that is, 
the distribution of narcotics or possession with intent to 
distribute a narcotic drug — in this case, heroin. 

As I told you during the jury selection process, 
the fact that the defendant is the only person on trial before 
you and that others named as co-conspirctors are not named 
as defendants is not to enter into your consideration in your 
determination of the defendant's guilt or innocence, nor may 
any adverse inference be drawn against the defendant or the 
Government by reason thereof. The matter of who is to be 
named or not named as defendants is determined by the United 

States Attorney and a grand jury. 

As I told you then, guilt is; personal. The guilt 

or innocence cf Suey Wing Ng, the defendant here on trial. 
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must be determined as to each charcje against him, solely on

the evidence presented against him or the lack of evidence.

The charge against him stands or falls upon the proof or

lack of proof against him and not against other alleged co¬

conspirators .

There are certain principles of law which apply in

every criminal case and to which I made reference at the time

of your selection as jurors, and I repeat them now:

The indictment upon which the defendant is brought

to trial is merely an accusation or a charge. It is no proof

of any kind against the defendant, and no weight whatsoev j is

to be. given to the fact that a grand jury returned an indict¬

ment against the defendant.

He has pleaded not guilty. Thus, the Government has

the burden of proving the charges against him beyond a reason¬

able doubt. The defendant does not have to prove his innocenc 

e.

On the contrary, he is presumed to be innocent of the charges

contained in this indictment. This presumotion was in his

favor at the start of the trial, continued in his favor

throughout the trial, is in his favor as I instruct you now

and remains in his favor during the course of your delibera¬

tions in the jury room. It is removed only if and when the

Government has sustained its charges against the defendant

beyond a reasonable doubt.

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then you have no reasonable doubt, and in that circumstance 
it would be your duty to convict. 

One final word on this subject: 

Reasonable doubt does not mean a positive certainty 
or beyond all possible doubt. If that were the rule, few 
persons, however guilty they might be, would ever be convicted 
It is practically impossible for a person to be absolutely 
and completely convinced of any controverted fact which, by 
its nature, is not susceptible of mathematical certainty. In 
consequence, the law in a criminal case is that it is suffici¬ 
ent if the guilt of a defendant is established beyond a rea¬ 
sonable doubt, not beyond all possible doubt. 

A word about the difference between the counts in 
the indictment: 

I 

I have already mentioned that one count, the first, 
charges a conspiracy to violate the law, to which I shall refe 
as the conspiracy count. The remaining six counts charge 
that the defendant committed an actual violation of the law 
which makes it unlawful for one to distribute or to possess 
with intent to distribute a narcotic drug. These are re¬ 
ferred to as the substantive counts. 

A conspiracy to commit a crime is an entirely 
separate and distinct offense from the substantive crime 
which is the objective of the conspiracy. 
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The essence of the crime of conspiracy is an agree¬ 
ment or an understanding to violate other laws. Thus, if 
a conspiracy exists, even if it should fail of its purpose, 
it is still punishable as a crime. 

A conspiracy, which is sometimes referred to as a 
partnership in crime, because it involves collective or 
organized action, presents a greater potential threat to the 
public interest than the illicit activity of one single 
individual. Group association or organized activity renders 
detection more difficult than in the instance of a single 
wrongdoer. 

It was for these and other reasons that Congress 
made a conspiracy or concerted action to violate a Federal lav; 
a crime, entirely separate, distinct and different from the 
violation of law or laws which may be the objective of the 
conspiracy. 

Thus, Congress has enacted a special law, which 
provide, that any person who conspires to violate the Drug 
Abuse Prevention and Control Act, the law which is the sub¬ 
ject of the substantive counts, shall be guilty of a separate 
crime. 

The Drug Abuse Prevention and Control Act, which 
charges the defendant and others conspired to violate, and 
the actual violation of which is charged as a substantive crim 
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reads in pertinent part as follows: 

"It sharl bo unlawful ioi any person knowingly or 

intentionally ... to ... distribute... or possess with 
intent to ... distribute ... a controlled substance ..." 

The Drug Abuse Act was enacted by congress in an 
effort to combat the illegal importation, distribution, 
possession and improper use of narcotic drugs which have a 
substantial and detrimental effect on the health and general 
welfare of the American people. 

Against this background oi. the applicable statutes 
we turn to a consideration of the specific counts in the 
indictment. Since the essential elements which the Governnien 
must prove in order to sustain the respective charges are 
different in the instance of. each count, that is, the conspi¬ 
racy as against the substantive counts, we shall consider oac i 
separately. 

Thus, as to the first, or conspiracy, count, the 
grand jury charges that fropa on or about the first day of 
July 1972 and continuously thereafter, up to and including 
on.or about April i, 1973, in the Southern District of New 
York, Suey Wing Ng, also known as Ah Suey, the detendanc., and 
Lam Kin Sang, or Choi Sik, also known as Danny Or, also known 
as Ah Dan Norman Low, also known as Patty, Yuk Shui, Chan 
Yuk Wo, Mui Kai Foon, also known as Mong Wong, Lam Man Chung,

also known as Ja B, Szoto Suey Nora, Keung Kam Shui, Leo Louie, 
also known as Lee Yook Soon, Rafael CoLan, also known as 
Baby, Jose Millan, John Doe, also known a3 Juan, and Jane Doc, 
also known as Anna Ortiz, named herein as co-conspirators 
but not as defendants, and others, to the yrand jury unknown, 
unlawfully, intentionally and knowingly combined, conspired, . 
confederated and agreed together and with each other to vio¬ 
late Sections 812 — and then there are sections of the Drug 
Control Act which I read to you. 

2. It was part of said conspiracy that the said 
defendant and co-conspirators unlawfully, intentionally and 
knowingly would distribute and possess with intent to dis¬ 
tribute Schedule I narcotic drug controlled substances, the 
exact amount thereof being to the grand jury unknown, in 
violation of sections of the Drug Control Act. 

Then, following this, the overt acts, which I shall 

presently read to you. 

In order to convict the defendant on trial, the 
Government must prove beyond a reasonable doubt the following 
essential elements: 

1. The existence of the conspiracy charged in the 
indictment, that is, an agreement or understanding existel 
to violate those provisions of law which prohibit the 
distribution or possession with intent to distribute 
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heroin. 

2. That the defendant knowingly associated himself 
with the conspiracy, and 

3. That at least one of the conspirators knowingly 
committed at least one of the overt acts set forth in 
the indictment at or about the time and place alleged. 

Now let us consider what is a conspiracy. 

The idea of a conspiracy is simple. A conspiracy 
is a combination, an agreement or understanding by tv/o or more 

persons by concerted action to accomplish a criminal or un- 

, 

lawful purpose — in this instance to distribute or possess 

with intent to distribute a narcotic drug, to wit, heroin. 

The gist of the crime is the unlawful combination 

or agreement to violate the law. The success or failure 

of the conspiracy is immaterial to the question of the guilt 

or innocence of a conspirator. 

In this case, the Government claims the conspiracy 

was successful, in that heroin was distributed in consummation 
• ' 

of various sales. 

To establish a conspiracy, the Government is not 
required to show that two or more persons sat around a table 
and entered into a solemn pact, orally or in writing, stating 
they formed a conspiracy to violate the law or the details or 
the means by which its object was to be achieved. Common 
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sense will tell you that when persons in fact undertake to 
enter into a criminal conspiracy, much is left to the enex- 
pressed understanding. What the evidence must show in order 
to establish that a conspiracy existed is that the members 
in some way or manner, through any contrivance, impliedly or 
tacitly, came to a common understanding to violate the law or 
to accomplish an unlawful plan. 

In determining whether there has been an unlawful 
agreement, you may judge acts and conduct of the alleqed co¬ 
conspirators which are done to carry out an apparent criminal 
purpose. The adage "Actions speak louder than words" is 
applicable here. 

Usually, the only evidence available is that of 
disconnected acts and conduct on the part of the alleged in¬ 
dividual co-conspirators, which acts and conduct, however, 
when taken together in connection with each other and con¬ 
sidered as a whole permit an inference that a conspiracy 
existed as conclusively as by direct proof. 

In this case, of course, the Government contends 
its main proof, its direct proof, is based upon the testimony 
of tv/o alleged co-conspirators. 

A conspiracy has sometimes been called a partnership 
in criminal purposes, in which each member becomes the agent 
of the other. 
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To become a member of a conspiracy, a defendant 
need not know all the other members nor all the details of the 
conspiracy. Each member may perform separate and distinct 
acts and at different times. Some conspirators may play major 
roles v/hile others play minor parts. 

You must first determine whether or not the proof 
establishes the existence of the conspiracy charged in the 
indictment. 

In deciding this first element, you consider all 
the evidence which has been admitted with resnect to the con¬ 
duct, acts and declarations of each alleged co—conspirator, 
in this case, Lam Kin Sang, Danny Or as well as those of the 
defendant, and such inferences as may reasonably be drawn 
therefrom. 

It is sufficient to establish the existence of the 
conspiracy if from proof of all the relevant facts and circum¬ 
stances you find beyond a reasonable doubt that the minds of 
at least two alleged con-conspirator3 met in an understanding 
way to accomplish by the means alleged one or more of the 
objects of the conspiracy as charged in the indictment. 

If you do conclude that the charged conspiracy 
did exist, you next determine whether Suey Wing Ng, the 
defendant on trial, was a member of the conspiracy. His 
participation in the conspiracy, if you find one did exist. 
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must be established by the independent evidence of his own 
acts, statements and conduct as well as those of the other 
alleged co-conspirators and the reasonable inferences to be 
drawn therefrom. 

To find the defendant Suoy Wing Nq guilty of the 
conspiracy, you must find beyond a reasonable doubt that, 
aware of the existence of the conspiracy and of its purposes, 
he was a willing participant with the intent to advance its 
purposes. If you do so find, then he is responsible for 
all that was done in furtherance thereof before and during 
its continuance. 

Once you are satisfied beyond a reasonable doubt 
that a conspiracy existed and that the defendant on trial was 
a member, then the acts and declarations of any other person 
found to be a member during the pendency of the conspiracy and 
in furtherance of its objectives are considered the acts and 
declarations of the defendant. 

lor example, assume you find that a conspiracy as 
charged existed of which Lam Kin Sang was a member. Then 
any sale of heroin made by Lam, whether to the Chan brothers 
or to Danny Or, if you do so find, would be binding on the 
defendant Suey Wing Ng, if you further find that he was a 
member of the conspiracy. 

So, too, if you find that Danny Or was a member of 
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the conspiracy, then his sale of heroin to Baby and others, 
if you further find such sales were made, would be bindinq 
on the defendant Suey Wing Ng. This would be true even though 
the defendant was not present on those occasions. 

Summing it up in a simple way, if in fact there was 
a partnership in crime, each partner acts and speaks for the 
others in furtherance of the partnership business, even if 
they are not present. 

The existence of a conspiracy and one's membership 
therein may be established by direct evidence or circumstantial 
evidence. These are rarely susceptible of proof by direct 
evidence, although, as I already mentioned, the Government 
does contend that it has offered direct evidence in this case. 
Usually, they are established as a matter of reasonable infer¬ 
ence based upon circumstantial evidence. 

Direct evidence is where a witness testified to 
what he saw, heard and observed and what he knows of his own 
knowledge, that which comes to him by virtue of his senses. 
Circumstantial evidence is where facts are established from 
which, in terms of common experience, one may logically infer 
other facts that are sought to be established. 

Circumstantial evidence, if believed, is of no less 
value than direct evidence, for in either case you must be 
convinced beyond a reasonable doubt of the guilt of the defend- 
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ant. 

The Government here relies upon both direct and 
circumstantial evidence. If the reasonable inferences to be 
drawn rrom any evidence lead to two conclusions, one favor¬ 
ing guilt and the other favoring innocence, then it is your 
duty to accept that which favors innocence. The reason for 
this is that if each inference is reasonable, there would 
be a reasonable doubt with respect to that evidence. 


Whether the defendant knowingly and intentionally 
participated in the claimed conspiracy presents issues of 
fact. Clearly, these issues concern what is in one's mind. 
Medical science has not yet devised an instrument where we 
can go back to the time of the occurrence of events and 
determine what was in that person's mind then. These may be 
determined from one's acts, his "'onduct and surrounding 
circumstances and such inferences which may reasonably be draw 
therefrom. 

If you find, for example, circumstances of secrecy, 
intrigue or attempts to conceal the true nature of a trans¬ 
action, these may be considered by yon as circumstantial evi¬ 
dence of criminal intent or of guilty knowledge. 

A word of caution: mere association of the defendant 
with an alleged co-conspirator or conspirators does not es¬ 
tablish his participation in a conspiracy if you find one did

exist, nor is knowledge without participation sufficient. 

What is necessary, as I have already said, is that the de¬ 
fendant participated with knowledge of at least some of the 
purposes of the conspiracy and with intent to aid in the 
accomplsihment of the unlawful end. 

If you find the Government has sustained the element 
as to defendant Suey Wing Ng's participation, we reach the 
next element. I have already mentioned that the third essen¬ 
tial element of the crime of conspiracy is that an overt act, 
intended to effect the object of the conspiracy, be committed 
by at least one of the co-conspirators after the unlawful 
agreement has been made. 

An overt act is any step, action or conduct which 
is taken to achieve, accomplish or further the objective of 
the conspiracy. 

The overt act need be neither a criminal act nor 
the very crime which is the object of the conspiracy. Thus, 
in this case, the overt acts listed in the indictment — and 
this is under the heading of "Overt Acts"; I will give you a 
copy of this indictment, so you will have it all before you; 

In pursuance of the said conspiracy and to effect 
the objects thereof, the following overt acts were committed 
in the Southern District of New York. 

1. In or about July 1972, co-conspirator Lam Kin 
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j Sang distributed approximately one pound of heroin to co¬ 
conspirator Or Choi Sik, also known as Danny Or, and also 
known as Ah Dau. 

2. In or about May or June of 1972, co-conspirator 
Rafael Colon, also known as Baby, introduced co-conspirator 
Or Choi Sik, also known as Danny Or, also known as Ah Dau, 

to co-conspirators Jose Miilan and John Doe, also known as 
Juan. 

3. In or about July 1972, co-conspirators Jose 
M iHan and John Doe ' als ° known as Juan, purchased approximate 
ly one half pound of heroin from co-conspirator Or Choi Sik, 
also known as Danny Or, also known as Ah Dau, at the Collings- 
wood Hotel, New York, New York. 

4. In or about July 1972, co-conspirator Mui Kai 
Foon, also known as Mung Wong, purchased approximately one 
half pound of heroin from co-conspirator Or Choi Sik, also 
known as Danny Or and also known as Ah Dau, at the Collings- 
wood Hotel, New York, New York. 

5. In or about October 1972, co-conspirator Lam 
Km Sang met with the defendant, Suey Wing Ng, also known as 
Ah Suey at Hong Gang Restaurant, 30 Pell Street, New York, 

New York, at which time Suey Wing Gn, also known as Ah Suey, 
asked Lam Kin Sang to find a customer for one and a half 
pounds of heroin that he, Suey Wing Ng, also known as Ah

There was twenty-three overt acts here. Since I am 
going to give these all to you, there is no reason for me to 
read them. There is a list of various overt acts, including 
some upon which the substantive charges are based. Some of 
those overt acts, those which I read, refer to criminal con¬ 
duct allegedly the object of the conspiracy, such as the dis¬ 
tribution of heroin and purchases. You will find there are 
other overt acts which upon the surface appear innocent. 

For example, there is a reference to giving a sum of money 
— I will read this to you. 

Overt Act No. 8 states: 

"In and about October 1972, co-conspirator Lam Kin 
Sang gave $11,500 to the defendant,Suey Wing Ng, also 
known as Ah Suey." 

To give a sum of money to another person is not 
necessarily, in and of itself, criminal conduct, but when, as 
the Government charges and if you do so find, the money was 
in payment of the purchase of heroin and to effect its 
distribution, then that payment sheds its innocer.t character 
and becomes an overt act to further the purpose of an illegal 
enterprise. 

It is not necessary for the Government to prove that 
each member of the conspiracy conunj tted or participated in 
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the particular overt act,since the act of any one done in

In sum, under the conspiracy count, in order to 
convict Suey Wing Ng, you must find beyond a reasonable doubt: 
one, the existence of the conspiracy as charged in the indict¬ 
ment; two, a knowing participation in that conspiracy by 
him and, three, the commission of any overt act in the Southern 
District of New York, whether performed by Suey Wing Ng or 
one of the other co-conspirators. 

Now let us turn to the substantive counts. 

The second count reads: 

"The grand jury further charges in or about October 
1972, in the Southern District of New York, Suey Wing Ng, 
also known as Ah Suey, the defendant, unlawfully, intention¬ 
ally and knowingly did distribute and possess with intent 
to distribute a Schedule I narcotic drug controlled sub¬ 
stance, to wit, approximately one and a half pounds of heroin. * 

Then there are the third, fourth, fifth, sixth and 
seventh counts, which are also substantive counts, except they 
set forth a different date with respect to a different al¬ 
leged transaction. However, they charge a violation of the 
same law. 

I have already read to you the law upon which this 
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substantive violation is based, and it is desirable to road 
it again. It provides in pertinent part: 

"It shall be unlawful for any person knowingly or 
intentionally to distribute or possess with intent to 
distribute a controlled substance." 

I instruct you that under this law heroin is a 
narcotic controlled substance. 

Each substantive count is based on the testimony of 
Lam Kin Sang of the purchase by him from the defendant of 
heroin on specific occasions and its delivery, which testimonv 
was also offeredin support of the conspiracy charge. 

In order to find the defendant guilty under a 
substantive count, the Government must establish beyond a 
reasonable doubt as to that count the following essential 
elements. 

1. That on or about the dates charged therein, the 
defendant, Suey Wing Ng, distributed or possessed with in¬ 
tent to distribute heroin, a narcotic controlled substance. ‘ 

2. That he did so knowinqly or intentionally. 

This means that he knew what he was doing, and the distribu¬ 
tion or possession with intent to distribute was deliberate 
and purposeful, that his acts and conduct were calculated and 
not due to inadvertence, negligence or mistake. 

3. That the substance referred to was in fact 
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heroin, a narcotic controlled substance. 

A few further words about these elements. 

You will note that under the first element the 
ense is either the distribution or possession with intent 
to distribute a narcotic drug. The word "distribution" is used 
in its ordinary sense. it simply means the transfer, to pass 
on or hand over to another. 

The word "possess' means to have something within 
your control. This docs not necessarily mean that you must 

hold it physically. AS long as an object is under your con- 
trol, you possess it. 

The word "intent” refers to a person’s state of 

mind. 

So the term “possess with intent to distribute" 
means to control an item with a state of mind or purpose to 
transfer or pass that item or deliver it to ano-her person. 

Onefurther instruction on the word "possess". 
Possession may be of two types factual or constructive. 

Actual possession means that a defendant knowingly has person¬ 
al, manual or physical control of the narcotics. Constructive 
possession exists where the narcotics are in the physical 
possession of or handled by another person, but a defendant 
or a person alleged to have constructive possession has the 
power to exercise control over the narcotics or their dis- 
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tribution, their movements, or to sot the price for their 
sale or to cause the delivery. 

Either type of possession may be proved by direct 
or circumstantial evidence or a combination of both. In this 
case, the Government contends that it has shown both physical 
and constructive possession of heroin by Suey Wing Ng, that 


actual physical possession was shown on two occasions when 


Lam testified that Suey Wing Ng personally handed or delivered 
the heroin to him at the gambling club. Here, it contends 
that in order to hand the heroin over to Lam, the defendant 
necessarily had it in his manual possession. It urges con¬ 
structive possession was shown when Lam testified that Suey 
Wing Ng instructed him where to find the heroin and there¬ 
after Lam and his buyers found the heroin at the prescribed 
location on the stairway in the buildirg on Canal Street. 

A final word as to the third element, that the 
substance was in fact heroin. 

Since possession of such a drug is an essential 
element of the crime charged, you must so find beyond a 
reasonable doubt. The Government did not produce, with 
respect to four of the counts — that is, the substantive 
counts — the heroin allegedly transferred. Just as any 
other component of the crime, the existence of and dealing wi: 
narcotics may be proved by circumstantial evidence. There 
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need be placed no sample; before the jury, nor 
testimony by chemists, so long as tin: evidence 
basis for inferring that the material in guest

The Government relies on the testimony of Lam Kin 
Sang and Danny Or, among others, who participated in these 
transactions and who allegedly were experienced in dealing 
with heroin and knowledgeable as to its characteristics. 

Thus, the Government offers circumstantial proof — the 
secrecy and doviousness with which the transactions were 
handled, the fact that the substance with which they were 
dealing was a brown, pellet-like substance, the high prices 
paid for the substance — the lack of complaint on the part 
of the purchaser, and some said it was tine or okay, to 
establish that the materials in question was narcotic drugs, 
specifically, heroin. 

The Government did vffer, however, in the instance 
of two transactions, quantities of heroin which had been 
sold by Danny Or to Rodriguez, an undercover police officer, 
who testified before you. 

You also heard the testimony that this heroin 
came from the defendant Suey Wing Ng, through Lam, to Danny 
Or and then to Rodriguez, then undercover police officer. 

It was stipulated that it a chemist were called 
he would testify that tl contents of the packages which ' 
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Rodriguez testified lie purchased .11 • heroin. 

Varying amounts are: in Exhibit 10, fifteen 
ounces; in Exhibit 11, one pound, six and a quarter ounces; 
and in Exhibit 11-D, seven and a quarter ounces. 

Let us turn to the testimony with respect to the 
charges. Since counsel for the Government and the defendant 
reviewed in extensive detail the evidence and emphasized 
their respective contentions, this outline will bo in rather 


broad terms. 


The Government's case rests in the main upon the 
testimony of tv/o witnesses: Lam Kin Sang and Danny Or, who, 
the Government charges, were members of the consoiracy, as 
well as the defendant. Each testified in detail as to the 
various heroin transactions, and the Government contends that 
the source of supply of the illicit; drug was the defendant. 

Lam's testimony was to the effect that in October 
1972 the defendant, at a restaurant in Chinatown, asked Lam 
if'he could find a buyer for heroin; that they agreed upon 
a price of $11,500, and from that time on, he engaged in a 
series of six transactions with the defendant, who told Lam 
that the heroin could be picked up on the third floor of 
179 Canal Stree, the location of a Volleyball club or Viking 
Club, vm.ich was done in each instnnc.v, except that on tv/o 
occasions the defendar 1, made a direct delivery of heroin to 
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Lam at his gambling club. 


° Lam further testified that in turn he sold and dis¬ 

tributed to others the heroin which he had purchased from 
5 the defendant, including two sales to Danny Or, known to Lam 
as Ah Dau, who with respect to one transaction gave testimony 
which, if accepted corroborates Lam's testimony. 

g 

Or also testified as to three purchases of heroin 
from the defendant,whom Or knew as Wing Chong. These were 

10 made in association with one Ah Sai when they went to a 

11 laundry in the Bronx. These transactions Or testified oc- 

12 curred in August, September and October l 0 "’ 0 . 

13 In sum » the Government contends that the totality 

1 4 of its evidence establishes the defendant was a substantial 

15 supplier of heroin which he knew was being distributed by 

16 his purchasers to others and so was a member of the conspiracy 

17 to distribute the heroin as charged in the indictment.

As to the substantive counts, the Government also 
39 relies upon the testimony of Lam and Or with respect to 

20 specific transactions wnich it contends fully establishes 

21 the distribution of heroin by the defendant on the date 

22 charged in each count. 

23 The Government further urqos that, absent an 

24 adequate explanation, the substantial increase in the de¬ 
fendant's savings and checking accounts during the period 
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when Lam and Or testified to illicit transactions with the 
defendant is circumstantial evidence which warrants the 
inference that the increase reflects t.lie net proceeds of thus 
transactions. 

The defendant categorically denied the testimony 
of Lam and Or. The defendant charges that the testimony of 
Lam Kin Sang was inspired by ill v/ill because of a refusal 
to make a loan; also that both Lam and Danny Or have falsely 
accused him in an effort to help themselves obtain reduced 


sentences. 


The defendant denies he ever went to Lam's 


gambling house, which was next door to his place of business, 
The defendant categorically denies he engaged in any narcotic 
transactions with Lam or that he ever placed or caused to be 
placed any heroin at 179 Canal Street. 

The defendant denies he even knew Danny Or. He 
did testify he knew a man named Ah Sai, who patronized his 
laundry shop. As far as Danny Or v/as concerned, the defendai 
denied he ever road in any car with him or with Ah Sai to 
the Bronx. 

In sum, the defendant categorically denied heroin 
transactions with either of these witnesses. 

As to the substantial increase in his savings and 
checking accounts, defendant testified that these were the 
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result of borrowings from persons in connection with an ex¬ 
pansion of his business which never materialized, and that 
a part of the moneys belonged to his children. 

In sum, he denies that he engaged in any conspiracy 
with either Lam, Or or any other person or that he was in¬ 
volved in any transaction with them. 

I have not adverted to all the evidence upon which 
the Government and defendant rely to support their respectiv 
contentions. All evidence, whether or not I referred to it, 
is important and must be considered by you. 

In my outline of the testimony I have sought to 
state the substance thereof with complete accuracy. However 
— and I mentioned this to you before — if perchance any 
reference to testimony does not agree with your recollection, 
you are to disregard the references by me and rely entirely 
upon your own recollection. 

It must be apparent that the versions of the 
Government witnesses and the defendant are in sharp diversion 
on essential matters. It may be suggested that this conflict 
on essential matters is so irreconcilable that it cannot be 
due to forgetfulness or lack of recollection. In short, it 
is fair to suggest that perjury has been committed either by 
the Government witnesses, their main witnesses, or the defend¬ 
ant. 
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You are called upon to decide the fact issues. • 

How do you decide them? 

I think I mentioned at the start of the trial that 
it would be desirable and important for you not only to 
listen but to look at witnesses as they testified. I then 
told you, without knowing a single fact pertaining to the 
case, it was likely certain matters would be in dispute, 
and so it has occurred. 

Your determination of the issue of credibility very 
largely must depend upon the impression that a witness made 
upon you as to whether or not he was telling the truth or 
giving you an accurate version of what occurred. 

I often say to jurors, when you walk in the door of 
the courtroom and sit in the jury box while a trial is going 
on and when you deliberate in the jury room, you have your 
common sense, your good judgment and your experience with you. 
You decide whether or not a witness was straightforward and 
truthful, whether he attempted to conceal anything, whether he 
has a motive to testify falsely, whether there is any reason 
why it might color his testimony. 

In passing upon a witness' credibility, you may con¬ 
sider that he has a prior criminal record. However, it by no 
means follows that such a person has not testified truthfully 
before you. The ultimate question for you to decide in passing 
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upon credibility is, did the witness tell the truth before 
you as to essential matters? It in for you to say whether a 
witness at this trial was truthful in whole or in part and 
in the light of his demea r and all the evidence in the case. 

The law permits but does not require a defendant to 
testify in his own behalf. The defendant has taken the 
witness stand. Obviously, he has a deep personal interest in 
the result of his prosecution. Indeed, it is fair to say he 
has the greatest stake in its outcome. 

Interest creates a motive for false testimony. The 
greater the interest, the stronger the motive, and a defend¬ 
ant's interest in the results of his trial is of a character 
possessed by no other witness. 

In appraising his credibility, you may take that 
fact into consideration. However, it by no means follows 
that simply because a person has a vital interest in the 
end result he is not capable of telling a truthful, candid, 
straightforward story. It is for you to decide to what 
extent, if at all his interest has affected or colored his 
testimony. 

The fact that two witnesses who testified in support 
of the Government's case were law enforcement officers does 
not reeuire that you give their testimony any greater weight 
or credence than that accorded tc any other witness. Their 
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scrutinized carefully. Was his testimony .inspired by any 
motive of reward, self interest or hostility to the defendant 
so that he gave false or colored testimony against him? 

If you find that it was, you may reject it, and in 
this case I would say that if you do not believe the testimony' 
of the two main witnesses, the structure of the Government's 
case falls. However, if after a cautious and careful examina¬ 
tion of a witness'testimony and his demeanor upon the witness 
stand you arc satisfied that he told the truth as to essential 
matters, there is no reason why you should not accept it as 
credible and act accordingly. 

If you find that any witness — and this applies to 
all witnesses. Government and defense witnesses — has wilfull/ 
testified falsely as to any material fact, you have a right 
to reject the testimony of that witness in totality or to 
accept only that part or portion which commends itself to 
your belief or which you may find corroborated by other evident 
in the case. 

The defendant has called witnesses who have testified 
to his character or, more correctly, to his reputation in the 
community for honesty, truthfulness and integrity. You 
should consider this evidence together with all other evidence 
in determining his guilt or innocence. Evidence of good 

i 

reputation may in itself create a reasonable doubt where 
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without such evidence no reasonable doubt would exist. But if 
from all the evidence you are satisfied beyond a reasonable 
doubt that the defendant is guilty a showing that he pre¬ 
viously enjoyed a good reputation or the reputation of good 
character does not justify or excuse the offense, and you 
should not acquit him merely because you believe he has been 
a person of good repute. 

The Government to prevail must, with respect to 
count, establish the essential elements by the required 
degree of proof, as already explained in these instructions. 

If it succeeds as to a particular count,your verdict should 
be guilty. If it fails, it should be not guilty. 

You must consider each count separately and render 
a separate verdict as to each. Thus, you may render a 
verdict of guilty on all counts, not guilty on all counts or 
guilty on one or more and not guilty on the others, as the 
case may be. 

To report a verdict as to a count, it must be 


unanimous. 


Your function is to weigh the evidence in the case 
and to determine the guilt or innocence of the defendant 
solely upon the basis of such evidence and these instructions 
Under your oath as jurors, you cannot allov; a consideration 
of the sentence which may be imposed upon the defendant, if 
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tho evidence varrants a verdict of guilty, to enter into your 
deliberations or to influence your verdict in any way. Your 
duty is to decide the case solely and only upon the evidence. 
In tho event of conviction, the duty of imposing sentence 
rests solely with the Court. 

Each juror is entitled to his or her own opinion, 
but each should, however, exchange views with fellow jurors. 
That is the very purpose of jury deliberations: to discuss 
and consider the evidence, to listen to the arguments of fella 
jurors, to present your individual views, consult with one 
another and to reach a verdict based solely and only on the 


evidence. 


Each must decide the case for himself or herself 


after consideration with his or her fellow jurors. You should 
not, however, hesitate to change an opinion which, after 
discussion with your fellow jurors, appears erroneous, if 
after listening to discussion with your fellow jurors you are 
persuaded that an originally held point of view should yield 
in the light of the evidence and the law, there is no reason 
why you should not change that originally hold point of 
view, provided always youi final vote reflects your individual 
conscientious judgment as to how the case should be decided. 

I have already mentioned that I am going to give you 
a copy of theindictment, so that vou have the charges before 
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you, and I also have a check list with respect to each couni 
for you to report whether your.verdict is guilty or not 
guilty. It is marked "Conspiracy Count, Count 1", and on 
the side you fill in whatever your verdict is, and the same 
the substantive counts. 

I suggest you remain in the jury box, and I will 
^ ear lawyers in the robing room. 

(In the robing room.) 

THE COURT: You may state your exceptions. 

MR. O'ROURKE: No requests or exceptions. 

MR. KAUFMAN: No exceptions. 

(In open court.) 

THE COURT: Juror 13, the alternate juror, we will 
have to excuse you. I think you all understand the important 
of alternate jurors in order not to balk or delay the trial. 

(Discussion off the record.) 

(The deputy marshal was sworn.) 

THE COURT: Members of the jury, you may go with 
the marshal. 

(At 11:08 a.m., the jury left the courtroom, in th( 
custody of the deputy marshal, to begin deliberating 
upon a verdict.) 

(At 11:40 a.m.; jury in box:) 

THE COURT: Members of the jury, I have a note in 
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which you ask for the complete testimony of Mr. Lam and Mr. 
Danny Or. You are entitled, of course, to have any part or 
all of of the testimony you want, but do you realize this will 
take four or five hours to read? I am wondering whether or 
not there are certain specific portions you want which we can 

find and have read to you. 

If you want it all, you can have it, but it is 

going to take four or five hours. 

THE FORELADY: One of the jurors reauestcd it as 

soon as v/e sat down. 

JUROR NUMDER 7: Excuse me, your Honor. That is 

the first part I request. 

THE COURT: First part of what? 

JUROR NUMDER 7: The first day of Mr. Lam and Mr. 
Or, please. 

' THE COURT: We will read as much as you require. 

If you feel we have reached the point where you have heard 
what you want — and, as I say, you are entitled to all, but 
it is really a retrial of it from beef inning to end — why 
don't v/e start then, and then, when you feel you have heard 
whatever you want, either indicate that you have enough or 



that there are other portions that you wish read. 


(Record read.) 

JUROR NUMBER 7: We have everything we want, your 
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Honor. 

THE COURT: You may resumo your deliberations. 

(At 12:17 p.m., the jury left the courtroom to re 
sume deliberating upon a verdict.) 

(Court's Exhibit 1 marked for identification.) 

(A note was received from the jury at 2:35 p.m.) 
(Jury ip. box:) 

THE COURT: I have a note from the jury which ron 
"Does the not guilty or guilty verdict have to be 
in the majority or unanimous?" 

In my original instructions to you I told you tha 
in order to report a verdict on any count in the indictment 
it must be a unanimous verdict. 

You may resume your deliberations. 

(The jury left the courtroom to resume dcliberatii 
upon a verdict.) 

(At 4:32 p.m.; jury in box:) 

THE COURT: I have two notes. One reads: 

"The jury is at an impasse. No verdict has been 
reached. We are deadlocked." 

It is signed by the foreman. 

I have another note, which reads as follows: 

"The jury has been unable to reach a verdict on an 
counts today. However, we feel we may be able to reach 
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a verdict after recess until tomorrow morning. We will 
be unable to serve justice fairly in our current state. 

We are reaching a state of frustration, exhaustion. Wo 
are also concerned wit'., the prospects of being accommo¬ 
dated in a hotel this evening if we continue thin impasse. 
If so, some of us must inform our families. 

"Thank you for your Honor's consideration." 

It is signed by three jurors. 

First, let me refer to this last item. 1 had 
planned, if you did not reach a verdict by dinner hour — 
because I feel that upon full reflection, if you did not 
reach a verdict by that time, I would not keep you here tonigh : 
or send you to a hotel — to keep you for some time and then, 
if you did not reach a verdict, to bring you back some time 
tomorrow. 

One of the problems that does exist — and I have 
thought about it — is the fact that some of the members of 
the jury may want to attend services tomorrow morninq. 

At this point, just by a show of hands — Well, 
before I do that, let me make some comment. 

Obviously, this is an important case. It is important 
to the Government,for the enforcement of criminal laws is of 
prime concern o the community. Equally, it is important to 
the defendant, who is charged with serious crimes. It is 
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desirable if a verdict can be reached that this be done, both 
from the viewpoint of the defendant and the Government. This, 
of course, means only a verdict which reflects the consciontio 
judgment of each juror. 

The Court has no purpose to ask — and indeed it 
does not have the right to inquire — as to your respective 
positions. It is normal for jurors, upon initial considera¬ 
tion of matters, to have differences. This is quite common. 
Also, as I mentioned in my main charge this morning, frequent¬ 
ly jurors, after extended discussion may find that a point of 
view which originally reflected a fair and considered judg¬ 
ment might well yield upon the basis of argument and reconsid¬ 
eration of the facts in evidence. 

I want to make a reference to a viewpoint expressed 
by the Supreme Court of the United States many years ago in 
an opinion — and I am quoting: 

"Although the verdict must be the verdict of each 
individual juror and not a mere acquiescence in the con¬ 
clusion of his fellows, yet they should examine the 
question submitted with candor and with a proper regard 
and deference to the opinions of each other, that it is 
their duty to decide the case if they could conscientious 
ly do so. They should listenwith a disposition to be 
convinced of each other's arguments, that if the much 
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larger number were for conviction, a dissenting juror 
should consider whether his doubt wan a reasonable one 
v.’hich made no impression upon the minds of no many men 
equally honest, equally intelligent as himself. 

"If, upon the other hand, the majority was for 
acquittal, the minority ought to ask themselves whether 
they might not reasonably doubt the correctness of a 
judgment which was not in accordance with theirs." 

I emphasize, after having read that view, that no 
juror must vote for any verdict unless after full discussion 
and consideration of the issues and exchange of views it does 
represent his or her considered judgment. 

Just by a show of hands — and I indicated that I 
am prepared to let you go until tomorrow morning at some time 
~ but would there be any purpose now, say, if you deliberate 
for another hour, or until seven o'clock, until the dinner 
hour? How many feel some purpose would bo served by deliberat 
ing until a quarter of seven, or for another hour or so? 

How many would rather go over until tomorrow morning 

Well, I think more would rather go over until 
tomorrow morning. 

Now, there is the problem of the holiday tomorrow. 
Normally, I would bring you in very early in the morning. 
Without asking individuals, suppose we brought you in at 11:15 
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tomorrow. Would that bo an accommodation to all or you? 

Would that bo agreeable to all of vnu, bearing in mind that 
tomorrow is a holy day? 

All right. That is what we will do. 

Now, please bear in mind my instructions given at 
.-he start of the trial. Once you 1 -e here, you are not to 
discuss the case among yourselves, with any pc son or allow 
anybody to talk to you about the case. In other words, I am 
reinstating the original instructions: once you leave here, yo 
don't deliberate any further, and when you come here tomorrow 
morning, you are not to — when you go into the jury room, I 
want you to report to the jury room as you always did, but, 
again, do not discuss the case until I convene court. First, 

I want to make sure that all the jurors are here. I will con¬ 
vene court, and when I get here, I will send you back to the 
jury room, and then you will start your deliberations. 

Again, with that, I will say good night to all of 
you. Have a good, restful night. 

(The jury left the courtroom.) 

(Court exhibits 3 and 4 marked for identification.) 

(Adjourned to March 28, 1975, at 11:15 a.m.)
